SUPREME COURT RULES 
AGAINST LIQUOR TRAFFIC

The United States Supreme Court on Monday, 
February 24, 1959, in a unanimous decision, denied 
brewers and liquor dealers 

the right to deduct from 

Federal income taxes, as a 

necessary business expense, 

money expended by them 

through wet organizations to 

defeat initiated, restrictive or 

prohibitory measures. This 

was held, despite the fact 

that the enactment of the 

law might injure their busi- 

ness. This affirmation of ex- 

isting Treasury Department 

Regulations is of importance 

where contests over wet and 


Edward B. Dunford dry legislation are waged. 


Two cases were consolidated and decided together 
— William B. Cammarano and wife V. United States, 
No. 29, October, 1958 term, involving contributions 
made by beer dealers through the “Washington Beer 
Wholesalers Association” to defeat an initiated proposal 
in 1948 which would have placed the retail sale of wine 
and beer in Washington exclusively in the hands of the 
State. 


The other — F. Strauss & Son, Inc., involved con- 
tributions made by wholesale liquor dealers in Arkansas 
through “Arkansas Legal Control Associates” to defeat 
at the November 7, 1950 election an initiated state-wide 
prohibitory law. 


The decision of the Supreme Court settled the 
questions of statutory construction upon which there had 
been some difference of interpretation in the lower 
courts. The decision in no way affects expenditures for 
sales promotion through advertising, etc. It does deny 
the right of tax deduction where the object is to in- 
fluence legislation. 


The record showed that in Washington, the wet 
group expended $231,257.10 and in Arkansas $126,265.- 
84 to defeat temperance measures. 
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WE’RE IN THIS TOGETHER 

The 1959 Register, published by The American 
Brewer, proclaims itself as “the brewery buyer's guide.” 
It lists some 500 concerns who furnish materials, sup- 
plies or services to the brewing industry. Most of these 
concerns are also found in the list of associate members 
of the U.S. Brewers Foundation. Because they are hand- 
in-glove in business with the liquor traffic, they are 
certainly full-fledged associate members of the liquor 
traffic. 

An advertisement on the cover of the 1959 Register 
by a malting company shows 
two heads peeping out from 
under the cover of a beer 
stein. The slogan underneath 
says: “We're In This To- 
gether.” 

In other words, the pro- 
fits and success of the malt- 
ing company and the rest of 
the 500 “associate members” 
is tied closely with the sales 
success of the brewers them- 
selves. The profits of Ameri- 
can Can and Atlas Powder 
and Armstrong Cork and 
American-Marietta and Corn-products Sales and Corning 
Glass and E. I. Dupont de Nemours and Fairbanks 
Morse and General Dynamics and General Electric and 
Johns-Manville and National Carbon — to mention a 
dozen of well-known “associate members” — are to a 
greater or less degree dependent on the success of the 
brewers in persuading more people to drink more beer 
year after year. Truly they are all “in this together.”

ALCOHOL AND THE HUMAN BODY 
15 min., 16mm., sound, black & white 

This film graphically explains the specific effects of 
Alcohol on the human body. Through animation we 
see how alcohol affects the brain, causing drowsiness, 
loss of vision and balance and finally unconsciousness. 
The film then shows that the problem drinker is a sick 
person and should be treated as such. For high school 
and adult groups. 


ALCOHOLISM 
22 min., 16mm., sound, black & white 

The film, Alcoholism, presents a sound medical ap- 
proach to the problem as it interprets a number of case 
histories and helps to dispel many of the myths which 
obscure real understanding of alcoholism. The film shows 
that uncontrolled drinking springs from personality diffi- 
culties — that alcoholism is an illness that can respond 
to proper treatment after sound diagnosis. Suitable for 
high school and adult groups. 


WHAT ABOUT DRINKING? 
15 min., 16mm., sound, black & white 

A discussion-type film dealing with the problem of 
drinking. A group of young people hear disturbing news 
about two of their friends — an accident with a bottle 
of whiskey found in the car. A heated discussion regard- 
ing the right and wrong of drinking brings out opinions 
of varying reactions. Excellent for young adult and 
college groups. 


WHAT ABOUT ALCOHOLISM? 
12 min., 16mm., sound, black & white 

A discussion film for use with youth groups. Shows 
conflicting opinions about alcoholism, its nature, etiology 
and treatment. Excellent as a stimulus to further study 
of the problem. 


NOTE: 

Requests for films should be made as far in advance 
as possible, specifying date of showing and giving alter- 
nate selections or dates. Films are booked for one day 
unless requested otherwise. They should be returned 
promptly to avoid disappointing the next borrower. 

Films circulated by the State Museum are shipped 
by parcel post; they are protected by full coverage in- 
surance. For each shipment of films, the user will be 
billed a flat charge of 60 cents. This covers one way 
postage of shipment from the Museum and insures films 
against loss and film damage while in the possession of 
the borrower and during transportation, both ways. Films 
are not to be insured when returned, but the return 
postage is to be paid by the borrower.

ANOTHER COUNTY HEARD FROM 

Drunkenness caused more than 70 per cent 
of the sudden deaths on Monmouth County high- 
ways in 1958, the County Physician reported. 

Of seventeen drivers killed instantly in motor 
crashes last year, twelve were intoxicated at the 
time of their deaths, and of nine pedestrians killed 
when struck by vehicles, six were drunk, accord- 
ing to post mortems. 

Dr. Julius A. Toren, the County Physician, 
said the figures pointed to the need for drastic 
correction in the handling of drunken drivers. He 
urged more severe punishment as a solution. 

As previously reported in the News 57 per 
cent of the drivers involved in fatal accidents in 


Hunterdon County in 1958 had been drinking.

VERSATILITY OF SCHOOL PROGRAM 
DEMONSTRATED 


In offering our services to the high schools through- 
out the state the League recognizes the right of each 
school to plan as is most convenient for that particular 
school. 

This policy has helped us win many friends and 
made it possible to serve without disrupting regularly 
scheduled programs. 

Some schools visited and situations encountered are 
as follows: 


e Bloomfield High School — We addressed an assem- 
bly of all 11th and 12th grades. Afterward we conducted 
six 50-minute discussion periods with groups of boys in 
their Health Classes. 


e Cranford High School — Only the freshman boys 
and girls were contacted in seven consecutive periods 
throughout one day with the understanding that such 
presentations are to be made annually to each succeed- 
ing freshman group. 


e Ewing High School — The guidance department 
has scheduled the League to address annually an assem- 
bly of all Seniors. Our program is one of fifteen in a 
series. The 1958 graduating class rated our presentation 
second only to that of a local psychologist who spoke 
on “Love and Marriage.” 


e Middletown Township High School — A visit of 
five days during which we addressed thirty classes under 
the direction of the Health and Physical Education 
teachers made it possible for us to contact all 1495 
students with no more than 55 boys or girls present 
at any one time. 


e Trenton High School — Six special assemblies each 
day for two days; the boys first, then the girls, enabled 
us to stress matters of greater personal interest than 
would have been possible with mixed groups. During 
the discussion periods the girls especially asked more 
questions than usual for in mixed groups the boys tend 
to monopolize the time.

These bills all provide some statutory form of banning 
of alcoholic beverages aboard aircraft. Referred to House 
Committee on’ Interstate and Foreign Commerce, Oren 
Harris of Arkansas, Chairman. 

The above bills will be given consideration only if 
a substantial number of persons inform the committee 


chairman of their-interest. Mr. Harris’ address is: House

Said Dr. Hooton, “In 

some of the conferences that 

I recently touched, amazing 

progress toward abstinence 

and effective legal controls 

is being made. I found that 

Methodists in some of these 

countries are promoting a 

very creative program in al- 

ternatives for alcohol that is 

capturing the imagination 

Dr. Hooton and appetites of rapidly 

growing numbers of all kinds of people across the seas.” 


¢ England The Department of Christian Citizenship 
of the British Methodist Church carries on a vigorous 
and positive program for total abstinence with an ex- 
ceptionally fine literature that is being widely read and 
highly respected. 

¢ Switzerland Methodist leadership has developed a 
new non-alcoholic beverage better than grape juice and 
more popular than American soft drinks. Government 
cooperation includes the wide spread use of slogans in 
the language of the area, on all government letters. 


¢ Northern Europe Bishop Hagen has installed a 
teaching program based on hygiene and new legal con- 
trols are being tested. 

¢ India Government backing of a country wide effort 
to outlaw the manufacture and sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages, strengthened by an educational program in the 
churches and schools, is proving very effective. 

* Japan The churches have made great headway in 
teaching abstinence on the basis of Christian ethics. 
Chapters of Alcoholics Anonymous (not exactly like 
AA in America) are encouraging the use of tea as a 
substitute for saki.

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KENTUCKY LEADS IN DRY AREA 





Ninety-four of Kentucky’s 120 counties are dry 
under local option. This gives Keniucky — the whiskey 
state — the largest percentage of dry territory of any 
state in the nation. Kentucky is known as the whiskey 
state because half of all the whiskey produced in the 
United States comes from Kentucky.
